Day-of county annual settlement with the county treasurer in each year,
he shall credit each township, city, or incorporated village,
or school district with the net amount so collected for the
use of any such township, village or school district, and
upon application of any town, city, village or school
treasurer, the auditor shall give him an order on the
county treasurer for the amount due such township, city,
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village or school treasurer, and shall charge them respect-
ively with the amount of such order; Provided, That the
person so applying for such order shall deposit with the
auditor a certificate from the clerk of the township, city,
village or district, stating that such person is treasurer of
such township, city, village or district duly elected or
appointed, and he has given bond according to law, and
the auditor shall make out and transmit by mail on or be-
